ground myself, slowing down the process considerably. 

What I also lacked without my male counterpart 
was the balance in a certain logic, which likely would 
have (or perhaps not) advocated against digging holes in 
the lawn. But with all the beeps I got, out of respect for 
my curiosity and on behalf of due diligence, I removed 
the top layer of sod and, with an actual shovel, I dug.

die before I wake, I pray the Lord my soul to take. . I 
was alive and my thumb was intact. 

As a child, I was always falling down. Maybe I 
was just a clumsy kid, or maybe I was running too fast for 
my chubby little stumps.

For many backyard bird watchers, this cherished 
furtive, rapid-flying figure flitting from flower to feeder 
and then hovering in midflight is the only one of some 
twenty other hummingbird species that is common east 
of the Mississippi, prevalent in Canada and the United 
States.

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If love was in the air, an ensuing tiny cobweb or 
lichen nest will result nearby - hard to spot, even though 
they often raise more than one brood per season. But 
when you venture out on your kitchen deck, you will 
know it is there when the male flies at you in a loud dive- 
bombing flurry 

With wing beats so rapid as in a good card trick 
that can defy the eye, they use seven times the oxygen 
when flying than when at rest. They are particularly 
attracted to the color red in flowers or feeders, but deep 
purple 
clusters of 
irises, as in 
my drawing, 
is also 
identified to 
be a castle 
of seductive 
nectar 
sustenance. 

There are 
many others 
such as bee 

balm, tulips, or viburnum, where they hover to sip nectar 
using a tongue barbed for that purpose.

Retailer Group Opposes Menthol Cig Ban

For over a year now, the Marion Board of 
Health has been pursuing a change in the flavored 
tobacco restriction bylaw to classify menthol cigarettes 
as 'flavored' tobacco, and on September 5, Dennis Lane 
of the Coalition for Responsible Retailing argued to the 
Marion Board of Selectmen that banning menthol would 
hurt retailers in Marion. 

Lane, a retailer himself who travels throughout 
the state defending retailers' rights to sell flavored tobacco 
products to legal-age buyers, compared the restriction 
of the sale of flavored tobacco products with the sale of 
flavored alcohol such as vodkas and rums, which have no 
special regulation. 

"A flavored tobacco ban makes no sense," said 
Lane. Banning flavored tobacco, and now menthol

cigarettes. Lane said, will result in unintended 
consequences and harm local businesses. 

Furthermore, he said, Marion has a 100% success 
rate for federal stings on tobacco sale - an argument in 
favor of trusting reliable retailers enough to keep tobacco 
products from being sold to Marion youths. 

The legal age in Marion to sell and purchase 
tobacco is 21. 

"I don't go to many cities and towns that have 
a hundred-percent compliance," said Lane. "That's 
amazing." 

Lane's arguments included the discrimination 
against minorities that Lane stated make up 88% of 
menthol cigarette smokers.

"By banning menthol, all you do is alienate the 
African American community/' said Lane. Smokers 
who purchase non-menthol cigarettes. Lane said, are 
predominantly white and would still be able to come to 
Marion to purchase their cigarettes while smokers of color 
would be excluded. "We believe that if you're going to 
ban menthol tobacco, then ban it all." 

Lane addressed the argument that flavored 
tobacco manufacturing and marketing is aimed at luring 
young people to smoke, and asked why flavored tobacco 
should be regulated while flavored alcohol, which he said 
also targets young people, is not. 

Lane called it a catch-22 that the sale of tobacco to 
minors is illegal but it is not illegal for minors to possess 
tobacco, while with alcohol the sale to minors is illegal 
and possession by a minor is also illegal. 

"There's a huge, huge variety of flavored alcohol, 
and there's a huge variety of flavored tobacco, so I guess 
what we're asking is for both products to be treated 
equally." 

Lane said he approached the Board of Selectmen 
for support in acquiring equal time before the Board 
of Health as groups that oppose flavored tobacco use. 
Lane charged the selectmen with not only protecting the 
residents of the Town of Marion but also the retailers of 
Marion. 

Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson told Lane, 
"This board does not regulate the tobacco in the Town of 
Marion . . . and I would strongly suggest that you get onto

[the Board of Health's] agenda." 

Lane continued, "The retailers are going to 
be greatly impacted by this.... We're (retailers) the 
gatekeepers; we're the ones who protect your children 
from getting tobacco. ... We don't believe that there's an 
advantage to banning menthol [or] to banning flavors." 

In other business. Planning Board member 
Jennifer Francis handed the selectmen a hard copy of the 
final draft of the Master Plan. 

After three years of collaboration, amongst the 
Planning Board and a Master Plan subcommittee, as well 
as with the public during open forums, the draft will 
appear on the Town Meeting Warrant for voter approval. 

"It's not required," Francis said, "But it will help 
the town feel like it's their master plan, which it is." 

The Planning Board will present the draft to the 
public during its next meeting on September 18 at 7:00 pm 
at Sippican School, and again during a Saturday, October 
14, public forum at 9:00 am, also at Sippican School. 

An electronic copy is also available on the Town 

website. 

On Thursday, September 14, at 1:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House, the selectmen will meet to hold two 
public interviews for position of police chief.

ConCom Goes Into Overdrive 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

On Wednesday, August 30, the three members of 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission - Chairman 
Michael King and Commissioners Chapman Dickerson 
and Trevor Francis - handled 14 separate cases in a 
meeting that lasted three hours. 

Due to a lack of quorum at the previously 
scheduled meeting, and the threat of another on Monday, 
August 28, the meeting was postponed until Wednesday. 
The town hall conference room was packed as the meeting 
kicked off. 

The first case heard looked simple on the surface: 
a Request for Determination of Applicability filed by the 
Town of Mattapoisett for the placement of six granite 
boundary markers to demarcate Town property on Lot 70 
Cove Street. 

However, after Brian Grady of G.A.F. 

Engineering, Inc. explained the process by which the 
markers would be installed in the jurisdictional coastal 
area, A1 Gentili came forward from the audience claiming 
that he owned the property. 

Gentili said he had purchased the property from 
a Mrs. Deery 31 years ago and had been paying taxes on 
it ever since. He said that when sewer became available 
in the beach neighborhood, he had opted out; thus, the lot 
was not buildable. But he insisted he had taken care of the

property, paid taxes, and was the rightful owner. 

Grady said that the Town had completed a title 
search and there was no evidence that a sale had been 
made between Gentili and Deery. 

Coming forward in support of Gentili was 
Sharon Thompson, who said she was president of the 
homeowners association on Angelica Point. She said that 
Gentili had been a resident in the community for years. 
She also questioned the Town's intentions in placing the 
markers. 

Grady said that the only thing he could think of 
was a parking area. Thompson responded, "We'd have a 
problem with that too." 

King said the issue of ownership would have 
to be resolved before the commission could hear the 
application. The case was continued until September 25. 

Another application filed by the Town was a 
Notice of Intent for Phase IB of the Mattapoisett bike 
path through easements along the former railroad route, 
marshland, and other jurisdictional areas involving 
Reservation Road, Goodspeed Island, and Depot Street. 

Representing the Town was Susan Nilson of CLE 
Engineering. Armed with thick massive documents and 
pages of engineered drawings, Nilson briefly outlined 
the planned route as well as construction materials and 
methods. 

King said the only responses the Conservation 
Commission office had received thus far were from the 
Massachusetts Office of Marine Fisheries requesting a 
narrowing of the proposed pathway. Those comments 
were in conflict with mandates from the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation, Nilson pointed out. 

She also said that a continuation of the hearing was 
anticipated given the complexity of the project. 

King said, "You're looking at three farmers here," 
meaning the commissioners, adding, "We'll need 53G 
funds to help us," indicating the need for peer review 
consultants. 

The hearing was continued until September 25. 

Another complicated construction project was 
also heard on this night, that of a proposed two-lot 
subdivision in wetlands abutting swamps at the end of

Representing applicant Dennis Arsenault was 
David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates, 
Inc. Davignon explained that the Notice of Intent filing 
was for the construction of a roadway that would require 
the filling in of wetlands to reach buildable uplands deep 
within the 10-acre parcel. 

Davignon said the project would require a 
number of waivers from the Town, including waiving the 
need for Town water and also the size of the roadway. He 
said the Planning Board with which he had already met 
for preliminary discussions, wanted the Conservation 
Commission to weigh in on the project before officially 
determining the viability of the roadway.

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Davignon noted that the wetland crossings would 
require three different wetlands replication areas to offset 
the environmental disturbances. 

The project was discussed at length and 
covered such matters as Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection comments, which Davignon said 
were considerable, the need for culverts under the roadway 
to allow for the movement of water, overhead versus 
underground utilities, and septic systems. 

Abutter Pamela LaFreniere asked what the total 
loss of vegetated area would be. Davignon estimated 

11.000 square feet. She then questioned the commission's 
authority to permit a project with that volume of loss, citing 

5.000 square feet as the maximum allowed under their 
authority. That prompted King to read from the Wetlands 
Protection Act, noting that a deed restriction would be 

in place prohibiting further disruption at a later date, 
therefore allowing the commission to hear the application 
as filed. 

Gary Zine, 11 Snowfield Road, said, "The whole 
area is wet, even in dry periods." He added, "It's a jungle 
back there. The road will act like a dam on the north side." 

Peter LaFreniere said, "Water flows north to south, 
a tremendous amount of water." He asked if water studies 
had been conducted on the property. Davignon said a 
study would be done before and after construction. 

King pointed out that the culverts had already been 
resized to take into consideration the volume of water in

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the area. 

LaFreniere responded, "I don't care how big your 
culverts are, the road will act as a dam." 

There was then some disagreement between King 
and the abutters as to whether or not a similar project had 
been rejected in the past. King said, "It's the first time in 
front of us.... Things change." The hearing was continued 
until September 11. 

Other matters before the commission were: the 
conditioning of a Notice of Intent filed by Jessica Nicolosi, 
153 Fairhaven Road, for the construction of a single- 
family home requiring alteration of bordering vegetated 
wetlands; RDA filed by Clifton Lopes, 14 Cathaway 
Lane, for the construction of a deck receiving a Negative 
Determination; conditioning of a Notice of Intent filed by 
Judith Yard, 67 Wolf Island Road, for septic repairs; and 
a continuance for a RDA filed by Jessica Campione, 26 
Fieldstone Drive, for landscape modifications in restricted 
conservation areas. 

A number of Certificates of Compliance were 
issued, and then late into the meeting was a conversation 
with Ted Goudy of Aerie Homes of Waltham for the 
ratification of an Enforcement Order for The Preserve at 
Bay Club LLC. 

Erosion control problems along Fieldstone Drive 
and the alleged lack of attention in this matter prompted 
the Enforcement Order. Goudy defended himself, saying, 
"The basic issue is two catch basins. ..." and then went

on to explain that stormwater management systems had 
failed during large storms. He said that improvements to 
those systems had also failed during a subsequent storm. 
"There's just too much water that hasn't gone into the 
wetlands." 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold said 
stabilization of one of the undeveloped lots was necessary 
to diminish movement of silt into the wetlands. 

Goudy said the problems at the site were not 
really a failure of the overall stormwater system but a 
problem of pooling around erosion controls that didn't 
allow the water to flow. 

King asked, "You've received the order, have 
you addressed these issues? It's a yes or no answer." 
Goudy responded that he had. King stated, "I'll be there 
tomorrow morning and either you have or you haven't." 

"I believe I have," Goudy said. 

"We're going to ratify the Enforcement Order 
now, and I'll be there tomorrow," King told Goudy. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for September 11 
at 6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 


Progressive Grower Clears ConCom Review 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On September 5, Craig Canning, Progressive 
Grower, Inc. of West Wareham, along with engineer Bill 
Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, met with the Rochester 
Conservation Commission for the continuation of a public 
hearing. The hearing was to review a Notice Of Intent 
filing by Canning for the construction of an agricultural 
supply and fertilizer distribution center located between 
Route 28 and Kings Highway in Rochester. 

Previous meetings had spurred a number of 
questions by both the commission and the Planning 
Board, given the scope of the project. Canning proposes 
to construct six 60-foot by 120-foot buildings with many 
aspects of the project involving the 100-foot buffer zone. 

Madden went over the last three remaining issues 
raised by commissioner Daniel Gagne, covering such 
matters as 'rain gardens' that allow stormwater to runoff.

The only fly in the ointment for Canning was a 
question from Attorney Benjamin O' Grady representing 
TESCO Group who asked if the commission would 
consider evaluating future projects from a regional impact 
perspective, given the amount of development along that 
stretch of Cranberry Highway 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon wondered 
aloud, "By what authority?" O'Grady said because 
stormwater plans are unique to each project under the 
commission's purview, possibly regulating the whole was 
a better approach. 

Chairman Mike Conway said, "We review project 
by project, not by region." 

Then he asked O' Grady if he was aware of any 
other community that processes applications in that 
manner, and O'Grady responded, "No." 

Farinon assured the public and the commission 
that her office had been working diligently with 
Canning's team saying, "We've already done a significant 
amount of work. ... All concerns have been addressed." 
She said that by the time a project gets to this stage in the 
process, numerous technical meetings have taken place to 
ensure the least amount of impact to the wetland. 

The NOI was approved and also conditioned 
with special elements such as pre-construction meetings, 
operation and maintenance plans, and the involvement 
of a wetlands scientist, consulting engineer, and the 
commission's representative. 

In another NOI filing, Michael Santos received 
approval for the construction of an addition to a single- 
family dwelling within the 100-foot buffer zone, located at 
8 Thistle Lane. 

Also coming before the commission was John 
Gurney for 22 acres located in Rochester, Mattapoisett, 
and Acushnet, 84 Long Plain Road. Gurney proposes to 
construct a 16-foot wide gravel driveway easement that 
will require a wetlands replication area. The installation of 
the replication area will be situated in such as manner as 
to impose a buffer zone on his neighbor's property. With 
this in mind, the commission asked for a letter from the 
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neighbor confirming their agreement with Gurney's plan. 
That hearing was continued until September 19. 

Active duty service member John Draper received 
a three-year extension for an Order of Conditions set to 
expire in October for property located at 356 Snows Pond 
Road. Draper explained that his deployments have made 
it difficult to complete planned work. He received the 
extension and grateful acknowledgment for his service to 
the country. 

Also discussed was a suggestion by Farinon 
that the commission consider adopting Massachusetts 
General Law 53G that would allow for greater latitude 
when outside peer review consultants are needed. The 
commission took that under consideration. 

Also taken under consideration was Farinon' s 
suggestion that a part-time person be hired as a recording 
secretary for both the Conservation Commission and 
the Planning Board to give the clerk currently covering 
meetings for both boards more in-office time for other 
pressing matters. 

Farinon said she would gather more information 
for the Finance Committee with which she planned to 
meet on Monday, September 11, and would share those 
details with the commission as well. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for September 19 at 7:00 pm in 
the town hall meeting room.

Sippican, and Center and Old Hammondtown Schools 
have been meeting since last year and over the summer 
as well to prepare teachers, parents, and students for 
the imminent changes, hoping that organized and 
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coordinated outreach will better serve parents as they 
anticipate this year's change in report card grading. 

RMS, during its Open House on the first day of 
school, gave a brief introduction to the new report cards, 
but Principal Derek Medeiros said on August 31 during 
the first Rochester School Committee meeting of the year 
that further family outreach is needed as the date for 
report cards approaches. 

Instead of standard letter grades, the new report 
cards feature progress categories in all subjects and 
assessment areas: 'mastery', 'progressing', 'emerging', 
and 'not yet' will describe the current learning level of the 
student, a more holistic approach for teachers to assess 
student progress. 

Lyn Rivet, principal at Sippican School, shared 
that one idea to assist in helping parents understand the 
new report card is to extend the time for parent teacher 
conferences from the ten minutes allotted to 22 minutes, 
allowing teachers to present evidence and examples to 
back up the report card. 

"It gives moms and dads an opportunity to ask 
questions about the reports cards as well," said Rivet. 

Areas on the report card such as social studies 
and science are expanded, and social/ emotional 
development is also represented. 

"It took a large number of people working 
together to build this document," said Center School and 
Old Hammondtown School Principal Rose Bowman. 
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"Is it a little scary when you do something brand new? 
Always." But the Mattapoisett school district will try hard 
to reach as many people as possible in anticipation of the 
changeover, said Bowman, including another parent info 
night immediately after report cards are issued. 

"I think the way that you handled this entire 
process is to be commended," said Rochester School 
Committee Chairman Tina Rood, "and I think it will cause 
some really good conversations among parents . . . and 
teachers." 

The school districts will continue to seek further 
feedback from parents as well as teachers throughout the 
process. 

This is a new initiative, said Superintendent Doug 
White, "Which I think is going to give all of our parents 
much more information on their children's learning and 
how they can assist." 

In other matters. Business Administrator Patrick 
Spencer reported that the YMCA has pulled out of a 
tentative lease agreement for classroom space at RMS 
due to a lack of enrollment. Since that leaves a shortage 
of early childhood programming in Rochester, another 
local pre-school setting day care is considering leasing the 
space, pending interest in an expanded program. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for October 12 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Can ORR Athletics be Best in Division Again? 

Tri-Town School Sports Update

If it seemed like 2016-17 was a banner year for 



Old Rochester Regional High School sports, it was. 

In fact, it was a best-in-the-state kind of season. 
The Eastern Massachusetts state athletic programs are 
grouped based on similar size and makeup, and Old 
Rochester had the best overall winning percentage out 
of their 38-school division - an astounding 68.66 percent, 
meaning they won about two out of every three games 
they played across all sports. 

It was the second straight year that Old Rochester 
was honored for being best in their division. 

ORR's big year started with a solid fall (55-41- 
11), but they were well behind several other schools. The 
football team led the way with their great 9-2 season 
and Class A title, and they are favored to have another 
excellent season behind running back Harry Smith 
- starting this Friday with a huge matchup against a 
powerful Wareham. 

Also chipping in (no pun intended) was the boys' 
golf team, which went 13-3 led by Collin Fitzpatrick, who 
was arguably the area's best golfer and who returns for 
his senior season. 

The girls' soccer team went 14-6-1 and field 
hockey was 11-5-4. 

During the winter. Old Rochester upped its game 
even further with a 52-17 record that was seventh best 
overall in their division. The boys' basketball team went 
16-6 and brought home a pair of tournament wins. But it 
was the hockey team (co-op with Fairhaven) that really 
had a spectacular season, getting all the way to the state 
final. Replicating that success without star Sam Henrie 
will be difficult, but the feeder program is excellent and 
another stellar season should follow. 

The ORR girls' basketball team had a bounce- 
back year at 15-7 and has been a winner for most of the 
last four decades. 

But the Bulldogs saved the best for the spring 
season, finishing 88-28 overall. Not only was that best in 
their division, but only four programs in all of Eastern 
Massachusetts had a better winning percentage. 

Basically, every spring team was all that and 
then some - boys' tennis (19-2), girls' lacrosse (19-3) and 
girls' tennis (17-4) led the way, but all eight teams had 
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a winning record. ORR will have to replace some talent 
from that group, including track star Brooke Santos, 
but look for big things from the girls' lacrosse team that 
returns most of its key players. 

Old Colony had a solid 2016-17 athletic season, 
finishing seventh out of 18 in the Markham 2 Division 
representing some of the state's smaller vocational 
schools. The Cougars had a collective 42.5 winning 
percentage. 

Sports are already under way for the 2017-18 fall 
season, and we'll have coverage from ORR, Old Colony 
and Tabor Academy all year long.

spring; the counter appears to have functioned without 
errors. 

A counter was also installed on the Sippican River 
at Leonard's Pond this year. It recorded 115 fish, much 
lower than the 2016 total of 1,126. The counter that the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition operated at the Flathaway Pond 
Dam recorded 315 herring. 

The moratorium against the taking or possession 
of herring from the Mattapoisett River and the Sippican 
River, as well as many other rivers in Massachusetts, 
remains in effect. Over the years that the moratorium 
has been in effect, the herring population in the 
Mattapoisett River has increased from about 6,000 to just 
over 55,400 in 2014. The counting effort will provide the 


2017 Alewives Anonymous Herring Counts 

The results of the 2017 alewives (herring) 
migration as recorded by an electronic fish counter 
on the Mattapoisett River at Snipatuit Pond and the 
Sippican River at Leonard's Pond in Rochester have been 
completed. 

This year's count of herring in the Mattapoisett 
River was 14,938. 2017 was the third year of declines since 
the recovery of the herring population in 2014 to 55,429 
from the low of 5,000 in 2004. Few herring were observed 
at the Mattapoisett ladder area, nor were they seen during 
any of the brush and tree clearing activities in the river 
during the spring. Counting conditions were ideal this

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England Is Mine . Starring Jack Bowden and Jessica 
Brown Findlay.

England Is Mine is a somewhat interesting 
drama about depression and about women as 
lifelines, and a much less interesting biopic about 
Morrissey. The erstwhile Smiths frontman is only 
vaguely to be seen in this portrait of Steven Patrick 
Morrissey's teenage years in Manchester in the 
'70s, enduring banal jobs and idiots all around him 
and constant rain and the loneliness that comes 
with being a self-proclaimed genius. This is a 
Morrissey — if such a thing is possible — even more 
insufferable than he was after he got famous. And I 
say that as a huge fan of the Smiths and Morrissey. 
The man is a pompous ass and I wouldn't have it 
any other way. 

Unfortunately the younger pompous ass 
in the film never quite strikes us as Morrissey, but 
as a generically mopey teenager rolling his eyes in 
disdain at everything. There's little of the self-aware 
wit of the genuine Morrissey. Jack Bowden gets the 
thankless task of inhabiting Morrissey, and in the 
lad's shaggy-haired period, Bowden looks more like 
a young Daniel Day-Lewis. Then he cuts his hair 
and suddenly more closely resembles Jim Parsons. 
Toward the end of the film, Bowden shows up in 
Morrissey's signature quiff and almost gets there. 
Looks aren't everything, of course, but Bowden also 
lacks Morrissey's fiery miserable core, the inner 
passion. And we can't seek solace in at least hearing 
the grand Morrissey voice, either, I assume because 
the film couldn't afford the music rights. 

So really the only way we know we're 
watching a film about Morrissey is that the film tells 



us. He could be just any sensitive Mancunian goof 
who goes on to bigger and better things — after 
the film ends, which is to say the film ends before it 
becomes entertaining. But when the movie focuses 
on Morrissey's relationship with various women in 
his life — his sympathetic mother, female friends 
who boot his ass a rung or two up the ladder — it 
becomes a different and more emotionally sound 
film. Girls like Anji Hardie (Katherine Pearce) and 
Linder Sterling (Jessica Brown Findlay) take young 
Steven by the scruff and more or less forcibly get him 
connections, a band. (I have learned that Morrissey 
and Linder are friends to this day; he'd better take 
her out for dinner regularly) 

I would've loved The Steven and Linder 
Story , but the film keeps remembering it's a biopic 
of a musician, so we get tepid scenes like the one 
in which Steven first sees the Sex Pistols in their 
legendary Manchester gig, except they're blurred 
out and the fake-Pistols music is mixed down so 
it sounds like generic punk. That one night could 
support its own movie, but here it's just perfunctory 
and dull. Steven's tastes are fully formed (girl- 
group melodrama, kitchen-sink British films) yet 
only vaguely alluded to; someone already versed 
in Morrissey could sit there and check off the 
influences, but someone who goes in knowing 
nothing about the man will see only the surface, the 
occasional photo or song snippet. Towards the end, 
the mighty guitarist Johnny Marr enters the picture 
(played by Laurie Kynaston as a warm if inarticulate 
presence) and points the way to the genesis of the 
Smiths, and that's a film I might have liked, too.

Animal Advice

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so they 
don't feel trapped going in or out. There should be 2 
or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In general , 
cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever is on 
sale.

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exaggerated nationalism. The German people, broken 
by defeat in the war and further punished by the allied 
Powers with heavy reparation payments, were ready 
to follow a charismatic Adolf Hitler who talked of a 
master race and a thousand year Reich.
